_ Deeming, or Williams, has been fully 
identified as the man who, under the name 
of Lawson, was sentenced to nine months’ 
im; t at Hull for obtaining 2285 
worth of jewellery by false pretences. The 
circumstances attending the fraud upon 
Messrs. Reynoldson and Son, jewellers, of| 
Hull, were so exceptional that tho Foreign 
Office took steps to obtain Lawson's deten- 
tion at Monte Video until the Hull police 
arrived there and took him into custody. 
Having taken up his residence in the 
neighbourhood of Hull, Lawson called 
at the shop of Messrs. Reynoldson on Feb- 
ruary 15th, 1890, and conceived an affection 
for two rings and a bracelet, which were very 
costly articles. After negotiation, Lawson 
decided to purchase them, but demanded a 
month’s credit. The firm declined to part 
with them without a reference, or on certain 
other conditions. Now came the striking 
facts of the case. On February löth the 
would-be purchaser wrote a letter to the 
station-master at Southampton, and requested 
him to take care of certain boxes, which 
would be called for about tho 14th of March 
tollowing. His letter was signed “ Deeming,” 
but he added a 8 to which he 
appended the initials “ H. L.’ On the 15th 
rch be went to Messrs. Reynoldson's shop 
—it was Saturday, at about half-past 2 in the 
afternoon, when the banks were closed. 
After some talk about the jewellery, he 
said he would buy it. The price of the rings 
was £120, and for this amount he presented a 
cheque payable on the Yorkshire Banking 
Company.

if anything had befallen this mysterious indi- 
vidual. Nothing coul be learned, and the 
truth came out when the warrant was issued 
for his arrest at the instance of 
Reynoldson and Son. 
STATEMENTS BY THE Mason. 

Ben Young, who in the early part of August 
assisted Williams in his work of eementing 
the floor of the large kitchen where the bodies 
were found, says that be was engaged by 
Williams to assist him, and was instructed 
to mix the cement in the outhouse. He did so, 
and brought tne cement in buckets into the 
house. The floors of the two kitehens as wellas 
of the passage had originally been dagged with 
cement beneath. Inexplanation of his reason 
for cementing the kitchen, Williams said Col. 
Brookes, for whom he had taken the house, 
had some valuable carpets, and if they were 
laid down on the flagged floor the cracks 
would spoilthom. He also said that he was 
doing the work himselt, as he wanted exor- 
cise. Young says thai, to the best of his 
belief, the flags had not been disturbed. If 
they had n they had been very 
skilfully replaced. ‘that they had been 
so disturbed, and that an immense 
quantity of cement had been used 
underneath, there is now, of course, 
Ino doubt.
